Last Saturday night In a daring 
raid somebody (where were the Minne- 


sota Eight???) ripped off all the 
I-A files of the Wilmar Draft 
Board. Тһе Wilmar Draft Board is 
located in the same bullding.as 
the Police Department which Is 


open 24 hours а day. 


and 20 of us, supporters of the 
Minnesota 8, found ourselves being 
forcefully ejected from Judge Ed- 
ward Devitt's courtroom for refus- 
Ing to stand upon his honor's en= 
trance. 
Many of us had previously signed 
a short letter which had been del- 
Tvered to the Judge's chambers 
Friday calling upon him to "refuse 
to debase (himself) and others 
through pseudo-displays of recog- 
nition" and thus '(recognize) 

our humanity and equality." 

The letter concluded by stating 
"It Ts your person, though not 
your position and power, to which 
we are willing to pay respect," 


The letter and the action was 
generated by the concern and frus- 
tration felt by а number-of us at 
the way Judge Devitt has openly 
placed his power at the disposal 
of the prosecutors office and the 
climate of fear which he has 
created In and araund his court- 
room (one federal marshal! for 
every two supporters; handbags 
and bookbags not permitted in 
the courtroom even after being 
searched; access to the court- 
room 15 blocked after 9 am when 
the doors are locked and the Judge 
enters; and absolute silence is 
demanded of all spectators--If 
one responds to a humorous situ- 
ation he may find himself confronted 
by federal marshalls). 


REfusing to. stand may seem like 
a minor protest, but within the 
context which Judge Devitt has 
placed us, It becomes very import- 
ant. 

It 15 a direct refusal to гез- 
pect authority for its own sake 
and demands that that authority 
earn its respect through Its re- 
sponsiveness to human needs, 

Resistance to illegitimate au- 
thority must occur at every level 
of that authority, indeed, our

GET YOUR CAR 
READY FOR 


North Country winters can be 
fun with skiing and other winter 
sports, but for your car it means 
HELL, The frigid temperatures 
and biting cold winds raise havoc 
with the vital working parts of your 
car, Dead batteries and frozen, 
startless engines mean short tem= 
pers, long, cold walks and worst of 
ап, $$ca$h, There is a way you can 
get around most of these problems 
this winter, A car will last many 
times Longer if you understand how 
it works and what ‘causes its prob- 
lems, 


The most common problem 
during North Country winters is 
a dead battery, but the problem 
goes farther than that. Most bat- 
teries are "ground dead" by some- 
one trying to start a car with another 
problem, At zero degrees your bat- 
гегу has only half the power that it 
has at about 50 degrees so you can 
see that the problem is compound, 
If your battery has seen more 
than two Minnesota winters, it 
should probably be replaced, or 
а good idea would be to bring your 
battery in the house on the nights 
that the temperature is expected 
to go below zero,, This move alone 


will give you two to three times 
the battery power you'd normal- 

ly have. It could just mean the 
difference between go and по во. 

Another simple problem that 
causes many headaches is the choke, 
Today, most cars are equipped with 
automatic chokes that definitely 
need adjustment when winter ap- 
proaches, For colder weather and 
cold starts, you need a much rich- 
er mixture of gasoline, Rebuild- 
ing your carbeurator is not a bad idea 
if you think it needs it, Carb kits run 
$2-$4 at auto stores and aren't too hard 
to install, Another good idea in cold 
weather is to keep your gas tank full. 

I realize this is no easy task for thos 
of you who have a hard enough time 
keeping a buck*s worth in but it"s 
well worth it, Never let it get below 
one half tank in cold w: 
moisture can conden 
the gas line and then no start, It's a 
good idea to keep a can of "HEET" 
or some other de-icer in your car 
at all times, 

Another very important factor in 

cold weather starting is oil, You can 
increase your starting power by us- 
ing thinner oil, A thick oil puts а 
very heavy load on the starter and 
can again mean the difference Ъе- 
tween start and no start, When it 
gets real cold, use a 5 w 20 oil, 
If your car is an oil burner, use a 
10 weight first and see how fast it 
burns, you may have to go to a 20 
weight. $ 

An engine tank-heater is virtu- 
ally a 100% guarantee that your car 
will start all winter long no matter 
how cold it gets, 850 watts is plen- 
ty big enough for any engine, Five 
hundred watts for smaller engines. 
Bigger heaters only cost more mon- 
ey to run, The idea is not to keep 
your engine hot but to keep off the 
sub-zero cold, They're only needed 
when the temperature gets dowa 
near zero, When you plug it in, 
stick a piece of cardboard in front 

of the radiator to keep the wind from 
cooling it too much but don't forget 
to remove it before you-start or your 
engine will overheat, 
ers are the best and cost under $10 
plus $5 10$10 for installation. А dip 
stick heater will work almost as 
good and needs no installation, 
Spark plugs should also be ге- 
placed in late fall, Its awful hard 
to start a car especially when 2 or 
3 plugs aren't firing, Your car 
should definitely be tuned for win- 
ter. Most gas station bills run $20 
or so depending upon the parts used. 
NEVER take your car to a dealer 
garage. They Iove to "stick it to уа". 
Make sure you know your local mech- 
апіс.

Auto Store in bluk quantities if you 
bring your own container, This way 
you can save up to half price, Make 
sure all your hoses and connections 
воп? leak first before you put in anti- 
freeze or you;ll lose it all, Моз 
radiators drain very easily with a 
drain to clean all the shit out of the 
system, Then put in the good anti- 
freeze. 

Its also a good idea to have snow- 
tires on your car for when the snow 
gets deep, Studs help you stop better 
on icy pavement but don't help much 
when you are stuck in deep snow. 
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Never race your engine on sli ppery 
streets or when you're stuck, If you 
find yourself starting to slip or slide, 
let up on the accelerator completely 
and you'll find it will usually stop slip- 
ping. NEVER hit the brakes when you 
start to slide sideways or you'll go 
around, If you have to stop fast, pump 
your brakes rapidly, If you find your~ 
self stuck, go very lightly on the g: 
or your wheels will spin and go deeper 
in, If you have a stick transmission, 
try starting out in second gear in- 
stead of low, If you have an automatic, 
try rocking gently from forward to 
reverse without racing the engine or 
you'll ruin the transmission,

Economics dictate this along with 
health and head reasons. 

Flour, rice, and honey are all 
being delivered now--a couple of tons 
at а time. We have to pick up sup- 
plies at two places, both of which 
are faily easy to get to and involve 
mostly 50 pound packages or less. 50 
pound bags are a lot easier to 
manage than 100 pounders. 

The Pantry needs a warehouse for a 
central Pantry supply point. A 
place where Pantrys and individuals 
buying large quantities could come 
and get their supplies in one stop. 

Right now we are using the Andrew- 
Riverside Church as a warehouse but 
it is inadequate first of all because 
it has no unloading dock. Also; 
there's not enough room and we sus- 
pect there are too many mice! 

So if you know of a warehouse or 
something suitable for food storage 
contact the Pantry immediately. 
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The prices change 
and the list grows longer every fet 
weeks.
